SAYS FORBES REPORT 


peores Alleged Lack of 
Vigilance by the Govern- 
ment in Placing Men for 
Training. 


Washington, October. 5.—Condi- 
tions under Which ex-soldiers have 
been receiving the so-called place- 
ment training’ in private shops and 
establishments are branded as 
“criminal” and “slavery” by Colo- 
mel Charles N, Forbes, director of 
the government veterans’ bureau, 
‘after a nation-wide inspection tour. 

Forbes has submitted a report to 
President Harding recommending 
trainizig of all such men in gov- 
ernment-owhed and operated insti- 
tutions. Under the present system, 
Forbes said, “fully 30,000 men are 
being exploited rather than reha- 
bilitated. Te men are farmed out 
in cheap tailoring establishments. 
and mushroom institutions where 
the only interest to the proprietors 
or instructors is the amount of 
‘money that can be obtained from 
the government, There are 40 or 
50 types of these institutions, The 
same te b shan ‘Of .the: contract ‘Tos-

For this reason, Forbes said, there 
is no justification for government 
failure to push completion of its 
permanent. hospitalization program, 
which will provide training of all 
kinds, employment for those trained 
and a follow-up system to determine 
how they fare after getting jobs.

Georgia never has’ appropriated 
more than $3,000 a year, and not all 
of. this was @xpended directly on 
the co-operktive crop. statistical 
office... Georgia is the only state 
where the co-operative basis has 
been discontinued. 

“The demand for dependable farm 
statistics is continuous nowadays. 
some states have recognized fully 
the great importance of their crop 

and live stock statistics. 

“In the value of her farm products 
Georgia leads all southern states 
excepting Texas. She is essentially, 
agricultural and will.remain so, for 
a Sreat many years, and: the impor- 
tance of farm statistics that will 
set before the world her wonderful 
agricultural resources cannot be 
overestimated. 

“During 1921 Georgia produced 
over 90,000,000 bushels of corn. 
shipped nearly 16,v00 earloads of 
watermelons, and 10,500 carloads of 
peaches. I would like to see the 
Georgia legislature get busy and 
appropriate not less than .$10,000 a 
year for the restoration of this joint 
federal-state crop statistical office. 
If North Carolina and Arkansas can 
do so, why cannot Georgia,” he 
asked.

Clubs at University@ 


Richmond, Va., October 5.—‘“I be- 
lieve that Sarah Knox killed my wife 
and that the reason she did it was 
because she was jealous of hér,” was 
the statement that Roger D. East- 
lake, petty naval officer, made at 
police headquarters this evening, 
following his arrival here from. 
Fredericksburg with the nurse, who 
is accused jointly with him of the 
murder of Eastlake’s wife at Co- 
lonial Beach last Friday. Eastlake 
made the statement in answer to 
questions of Bertillion Expert Toler 
and in the presence of several po- 
lice officers and a number of Rich-| 
mond, Baltimore, Washington and 
Philadelphia newspaper men. 
Eastlake and Mise Knox arrived fn 
Richmond at 3 o’clock this .aftar- 
noon in charge of Sergeant Toler, 
who had been sent to Fredericksburg 
by order of Governor Westmoreland 
Davis, and Sergeant W. Thomas Hall, 
of the Colonial Beach police, who 
arrested the pair when the murder 
of Mrs. Bastlake was discovered. 
Finger prints of both Bastjake and 
Mies Knox were at once taken and 
revealed that the left finger of Miss 
Knox's hand had been amputated. 
Both were then photographed for 
the police gallery. The nurse did 
her best to prevent the police pho- 
tographer from getting a good like- 
ness of her, twisting and turning her 
head while she sat in the chair, un- 
til it wae finally made plain to her 
that she would” have to “stop fool- 
ing” if she wished to be treated with 
{ consideration. Both were taken to 
‘the second police station, after the 
“third degree” had been administer- , P 
ed and, later in the night, Chief of 


Police ‘Charles A. Sherry ordered 
them committed to the city jail. 
Cruel “Third Degree.’ 

It was a cruel gribing that Ser- 
geant Toler gave Eastlake. The au- 
thorities at Colonial Beach and

The accused nurse, however, was as 
defiant aS ever and gave what Ser- 
geant Toler pronoltnced as the most 
remarkable exhibition of “nerve” 
that he had ever experienced in all 
his police career. er eyes biazed 
with angér and, whenever she was 
questioned by Toler, the tone in 
which she replied, as well as her 
facia] expression plainly indivated 
that she viewed him as her arch- 
enemy. But Eastlake was meek, 
wore a hangdog expression and 
weakly answered all questions. 

“Why do you think Miss Knox had 
ahy, reason to ‘be jealous of your 
wife?” Sergeant Toler asked East-

Fines Not Heavy Enougk, 
Tt was also asserted that the-re-

violators heavily enough-.and W. D, 
Hoffman proposed that a move be 
made to establish a night recorder’s 
court in addition to the day -one. 
“The recorder should fine traffic vio- 
lators go ‘that they will remember 
it and be more careful,” said Mr. 
fioftman. “A good thing in my opin- 
ion would be the establishment of a 
night recorder’s court.

Federal Prohibition Commission- 
e: Haynes was quoted recently as 
expressing gratification over the 
support public sentiment getferally 
is giving to the measures being ap- 
plied for the enforcement of the 
prohibition law.

They realize that in violation of 
tke prohibition law the question of 


the merits of prohibition is not at 


issue, but that the very structure 


‘ of the government, which is based 


upon law, is under attack—that, 18 
one commentator puts it, “if col- 
lusion and betrayal of the prohibi- 
tion law continue, Other law will be 
in danger and respect, for law as 
an institution will be undermined.” 

There are many good people who 
aggressively opposed enactment of 
prohibition, but who are as favor- 
able to the enforcement of proht- 
bition, now that it is prescribed by 
the fundamental law of the land, 
as the most zealous prohibitionist 
in the country. 

They know that if the prohibi- 
tion law is not enforced, and can 
be violated with impunity, the 
tendency will be to cripple every 
other law against the principle em- 
bodied in which there may be con- 
siderable opposition, and that» the 
ultimate and inevitable drift would 


be toward anarchy—which is, of} 


course, repulsive to the mind of 
any loyal American.

President Harding’s reaent refer-

ed; a reduction o’ taxes in th’ back- 
ground; four new  lamp-posts 
prophesied; a budget system sug- 
gested, an’ a party split almost 
ironed out.” 

The G. O. P. has been in com. 
plete charge of things at Washing- 
ton a little longer than was “Pony 
Mopps” at the time of his taking 
stock of the “monumental accom- 
plishments” of his administration; 
but an epitome of what it has 
actually done shows up little, if 
any, more favorably by compari- 
son. 

For instance, the Harding ad- 
ministration has achieved to its 
credit a taiked-of tariff and reve- 
nue bill; a straightening out of the 
railroad muddle contemplated; a 
tax-reduction act in the back- 
ground; additional .appropriations 
for the shipping board prophesied; 
vast savings under the budget sys- 
tem promised; ratification of the 
treaty of separate peace with Ger- 
many proposed; a bill to fix tbe 
status of beer partially debated;

THE CONFESSION OF A 
GYNECOLOGIST. i 

A jin-e-coll-o-jigt, to spell it as 
it is pronounced, is a physician who 
limits his practice to diseases of 
women. Maybe his observations of 
women is alittle biased, for he sees 
£0 many morbid ones. And yet, he 
sees as many healthy women as the 
Surgeon, internist or neurologist 
sees normal persons, so his opinion 
jis as well grounded as any doctor’s 
opinion» of people may be, and I 
print his communication here: 
Dr. William Brady, 
Dear sir: 

Twice during the last few months 
have young women asked you about 
spooning, one, at least, suggesting 
that if girls did not permit some 
little familarities of that kind they 
would not be popular with the 
young men. On one occasion you 
very properly replied that no oc- 
casion for such liberties would arise 
if the girl’s associates held her in 
good esteem. 

I would like'to testify to the cor- 
rectness of your advice in that 
particular. Wondering whether my 
Own personal experience a:ong this 
line differed from the experiences 
of other men, I went to the trouble 
to enquire-of several younger men 
concerning their mind and attitude 
in such a matter. I found that your 
advice, with which I agree, is right. 
The young women are all wrong 
who declare they are left to become 
wall-flowers if they retain and sus- 
tain the dignity of their woman- 
hood by denying to young men any | 
of the liberties sought in spooning | 
or caressing. 

We all like to find some plausible | 
excuse for our failures or our sins. 


These young, women who dwell up. 
on the necessity ef some spooning 


the! as a sort of assurance of théir ‘&p- 


cial happinéss or wellfare will have 
to find another explanation for 
their unpopularity. 

Every one of the many young 
girls I kissed as a young man low- 


ered herself in my estimation, and 
I quickly. sought another. There 
stands out in my memory very dis- 
tinctly a picture of two girls whom 
I could never so degrade. ‘And, of 
eourse, these were the very girls 
I and all other young men in our! 


social group ever pursued. 

Speaking now as a practioneer of 
several years experience, nothing so 
distresses me among the questions 
of social evolution, the permanency 
of our civilization, the progress and 
retrogression of our ‘race, as the 
status of woman. Since the 20 
years I have Known her, she _ has 
lapsed sadly. For years I question- 
ed, and now I believe that our civi- 
lization, like the culture of Europe, 
is passing, and I believe that at 
least an element in it is that man 
no longer can pay that chivalry and 
devotion which formerly he gave at 
the shrine of woman.

If the world seems to be grow- 
ing worse, morrally, it is not a mere 
illusion created by the large amount 


of publicity given nowadays to the 
moral delinquencies of the great, 
the near great, and the picayune? 
Is it not true that the most trival 
little indecencies and vulgarities of 
the scum and riff-raff of the com- 
munity are fiared broadcast with 
the startling heafllines as “news.” 
When one reads the history of an 
elder day, the bigraphical letters 
of really great men and women of 
past generations—and such litera- 
ture is usually pretty well censored 
before publication—can he avoid the 
conclusion that, after all, ours is 
not such a rotten agé? (Old read- 
ers, note how the author is mellow- 
ing with age—even doing a Ben 
Franklin in this discussion). 


There are more peopie per square 
block nowadays, but not a greater 
proportion of moral depravity, I 


feel sure. And perhaps misinforma- 
tion or tainted instruction’ in mat- 
ters of. sex has done mueh irre- 
parable harm to youngsters whose 
parents have evaded a sacred re- 
sponsibility.

OF WORTHAM SHOW 
TREMENDOUS JOB 


Few people realize the vast 
amount of work required to load or 
unload the paraphernalia carried by 
the C. A. Wortham World's Great- 
est exposition show each and every 
weék it is on the road. The Worth- 
am show will feature the midway 
at the Southeastern Fair this year. 

The show carries its own special 
train of ten sleepers, and twenty 
flat cars, Each spring the cars used 
for transporting the show have to 
be overhauled, assurance wained of 
their reliable solidity in every part, 
repairs made when necessary, the 
éleeping cars refurnished, and the 
entire train repainted and redecorat- 
ed at great expense. They are giv- 
en a final inspection by the train 
master. 

Long iron beams, with high flang- 
es on each side. known to the show 
folks as the “runs,” are placed @t 
the end of the flat cars. By use ij 
a block and tackle the wagons ar 
pulled onto the flats by horses be- 
ing Suided by an experienced man, 
called the “poler,” who walks in 
front of the wagon, steering it so 
that it will not go off the “runs” or 
cars. Once in its place the wagon 
is held securely by four heavy 
blocks, placed at each wheel, and 
then to avoid the possibilty of an 
accident, is tied on with heavy rope. 
When unloading, the horses are on 
the ground, the same as when [oad- 
ing, and by means of a lone- iron 
cable, the wagons are pulled from 
One end of the train to the other.

Block of Marble 


Through the activities of Dr. S. 
W. McCallie, state geologist, the 
fact has been established definitely 
that the largest single block of 
marble ever quarried was obtained 
recently at the plant of the Geor- 
gia Marble company at Tate, Ga. 
An investigation covering several 
weeks was made by Dr. McCallie 


and as a result an article giving’ 
ueorgia credit for quarrying te 
largest single block of marble is 
printed in the current issue of 
Stone, a magazine devoted to the 
marble and stone business. 

KRecently Dr. McCallie read a news 
item that the largest block of mar- 
ble ever quarried had been obtained 
at Tate. He wrote Colonel Sam 
‘ate, head of the Georgia Marble 
company, asking. for information 
about the large stone. Colonel Tate 
furnished him the dimensions and 
then Dr. McCallie sought inftorma- 
tion from marble Plants in Tennes- 
see, Vermont and New York to 
compare the large Georgia block 
with the largest obtained in those 
quarries. By the aid of the editors 
of. Stone, it was definitely estab- 
lished that Georgia wins the honor. 

In the article in Stone, the fol- 
lowing information is furnished: 

“A short time ago an Atlanta 
newspaper said that a block of mar- 
ble containing about 800 cubic feet 
had been taken from a Georgia 
quarry and declared that this was 
probably the largest block of mar- 
ble ever quarried in America. In 
matters of this king a statement 
of the newspaper press has to he 
taken cautiously znd consequently 
Dr. 8S W. McCallie, an eminent ge- 
ologist of Gedrgia, wrote to this 
magazine asking if we c@uld verify 
the item. After making a careful 
investigation w@ believe the state- 
ment is the exact truth.” 

In describing the piece of mar- 
ble, Colone) Tate wrote the maga- 
zine as follows: 

“In June, 1920, we received an 
order for a block 14 feet 5 inches by 
8 feet by 6 feet, containing 692 
cubie feet to be shipped to Piccirilli 
Brothers, of New York, to be used 
in a statue designed by Mr. McMon- 
nies, sculptor of the city hall foun- 
tain. In order to fill this bill we 
cut the quarry block 14 feet 10 
inches by 8 feet 4 inches by 6 feet 
§6 inches and when it was quarried 
it contained 803 cubie feet and in the 
rough we estimate it weighed 200 
ponds to the cudic*foot. 

The block of marble now is in 
New York. where it is being carved 
into a heroie statue, ‘Civic Virtue.’ 
and will be seen in the city hall 
fountain by Frederick McMonnies fn 
a month or two.” 

Dr. McCallie said it is a high hon- 
or to the state of Georgia to pro- 
duce the largest single block of 
marble ever quarried in America, 
and he said the article in Stone con- 
tained a deserved tribute to the hich 
auality of marble obtained in this 
state.

If an 
organisation. secret or otherwise, 
tries to accomplish its aims by 
force, he said, it was a sign that 
such organization discounts the ef- 
fects of persuasion and education. 
The Baptist people, stated Dr. 
Weaver, re on furthering spread 
of their principles by methods of 
persuasion, as embodied in preach- 
ing, and by those of education, as 
carried out by various institutions 
maintained by the church. 

In addition to his remarks on the 

eneral subject of education, Dr. 

eaver spoke briefly on some topics 
relating to his own educational in- 
stitution, Mercer university. South- 
ern Baptists, he said, have decided 
to establish another’ theological 
seminary, and he outlined his rea- 
sonsfor believing that this insti- 
tution should be located at Mercer.
